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Town acts on Mission 
Avenue traffic problem 


Complaints about a bad 
traffic situation on Mission 
Avenue at a July Sth council 
meeting seem to have born 
some fruit if the monthly 
report from St. Albert council 
out this week is anything to 
go by. 

Complaints on the situa- 
tion came from St. Albert 
resident Mr. K. Pomfrey and 
led to a town sponsored 
traffic count being taken on 
Mission Avenue. 

That was taken over Sep- 
tember 22 - October 4 and 
showed that the bulk of 
traffic is serving Mission 
Avenue ‘‘and the counts are 
not excessive.”’ 

Average weekday vehicle 
movements west of Perron 
Street (on Mission Avenue) 
are 6,093 and 3,806 west of 
Mill Drive. South of McKen- 
ney Avenue they were given 
as 2,468. 

Complaints from Mr. 
Pomfrey at that summer 
meeting of council originated 
with the development of 
Lacombe Park and traffic 
spin-off from it, also the 
‘suicide corner’’ at Mill 
Drive and Mission Avenue, 
and the ‘‘bad corner’’ at 
Morgan Park. 

Direct action taken by the 
Town of St. Albert resulting 


from the Mission Avenue 
traffic study has led to 
closure of the road preven- 
ting traffic crossing the rail 
right-of-way at Morgan Park 
and Mission Avenue. 

Also, a truck route direc- 
tional sign has been installed 
on Mission east of St. Vital 
Avenue to show the truck 
route is to continue on St. 
Vital. 


The study points out that 
installation of a crosswalk (in 
the area of Morgan Park) 
could be dangerous due to 
limited driver visibility ‘‘and 
would give a false sense of 
security to pedestrians.”’ 

The study says the Morgan 
Park area has been posted 
with playground warning 
signs and these signs have 
been given 20 mph tabs.

As the plethora of con- 
cerned residents’ comments 
about ownership patterns, 
developers, parking and tra- 
ffic seemed to reach a fever 
pitch, Mayor Plain talked of 
‘rampant confusion.’’ 


DEVELOPERS NOT HAPPY 


A representative of Fern- 
wood Construction Ltd., who 
have plans for the three 24 
unit apartments at the inter- 
section of Levasseur Road 
and Grandin Road threw a 
real bombshell into the pro- 
ceedings. 

The representative said ‘‘a 
change in council policy 
could not happen at a worse 
time;’’ and Fernwood would 
be ‘‘badly affected if they 
were not given permission to 
go ahead (on the devel- 
opment.)”’ 

If there was a reversal of 
‘half a dozen decisions’’ by 
council now, not to allow the 
development to go ahead, 
Fernwood could lose up to 
$360,000. And though the 
Fernwood representative 
qualified the threat of legal 
action against the town, the 
threat was there. Mayor 
Plain was sure of that when 
he translated legal action 
into ‘‘take to court.’’ 

It was quite clear the 
developers didn’t want to 
lose out against the resi- 
dents. A representative of 
Diversified Management al- 
so plied council as a remin- 
der of its application for a 68 
unit condominium in the Ball 
Estate. 


RESIDENTS DON’T LIKE 
DENSITY 


While one resident summ- 
ed up residents’ feelings well 
by saying ‘‘I hope there are 
none of those things in 
Grosvenor ... (in the Ball 
Estate),’’ generally most 
seemed content with the Ball 
Estate concept which council 
has approved. 

(The resident was referr- 
ing to a condominium de- 
velopment which has already 
gone up this year smack in 
the middle of Grosvenor 
Boulevard). 

While the Ball Estate con- 
cept takes into account the 
slough east of Grandin Road 
and sees it as essential to a 
park development, some 
residents objected to it. 

The residents accused the 
town of dumping spring and 
water run-off into private 
property (from west Grandin 
residences). 

The residents suggested 
the town land-fill the slough, 
but they had no objections to 
the final development phases 
of the Ball Estate. 

Southeast Grandin resi- 
dent John Hermans, whose 
last input on the Ball Estate 
issue was at council Sep- 
tember 20, was also at 
council Monday night. 

He suggested that with the 
level of developments com- 
ing to St. Albert, residents 
ing to St. Albert, residents 
could soon be finding their 
way back to ‘rural Edmon- 
ton’’ where that city was 
building $4 million parks. 
And he made the telling 
comment that that city was 
buying back ‘‘what at one 
time nature offered for 
free.’’ 

He indicated opposition, 
the same as that of Sep- 
tember 20, to ‘‘devastating’’ 
traffic problems which might 


come to southeast Grandin if 
developments went ahead. 
He was also against the area 
being developed on a piece- 
meal basis. 

At the committee of the 
whole meeting, council de- 
ferred dealing with a motion 


resolution #6 not be approv- 
ed because it does not 
conform with the general 
outline approved by 
council.’’ And council will 
also deal with Diversified 
Management's proposed de- 
velopment at a later date.

‘Parliamentary ‘system 


urged for Winnipeg 


Winnipeg could become 
the first city in Canada to 
recognize formally the exis- 
tence of political parties in its 
government by instituting a 
modified parliamentary sys- 
tem at the municipal level. 
All major Canadian cities are 
experiencing the growth of 
power groups in civic poli- 
tics, but no province has 
moved to sanction them in 
law. Informal municipal par- 
ties have emerged in both 
Toronto and Vancouver in 
recent years. And in Mon- 
treal, where a municipal 
party has operated for years, 
an opposition party now is 
identifiable. Winnipeg, with 


a current population of more 
than 500,000, has had two 
political parties - the New 
Democratic Party and the 
Independent Citizens’ Elec- 
tion Committee - operating at 
the municipal level for 
several years, but the exis- 
tence of these groups was not 
recognized in the act setting 
up the system of civic 
government. Now a report in 
the hands of the Manitoba 
government is urging that 
this national trend toward 
political groupings at the 
municipal level be built into a 
revamped act setting up a 
new City of Winnipeg go- 
vernment, unique in Canada.

St. Albert is full 
of complaints - RCMP 


The St. Albert detachment 
of the RCMP has handled 
4,065 complaints from the 
public so far this year with 
the total for September 
standing at 543. 

One thousand, four hun- 
dred and seventeen Highway 
Traffic Act infractions have 
been handled and 148 of 
these were for September. 

There were 112 offences 
under the Liquor Control Act 
and 40 under the Narcotic 
(drug) Control Act. 

Over the year, for St. 
Albert and Sturgeon, 223 


traffic accidents have been 
reported with 37 people 
being injured. 

Also over the year there 
have been 68 cases of 
impaired driving handled by 
RCMP. 

Highlights of the Fire 
Department report for the 
year point to an estimated 
fire loss for St. Albert of 
$131,280. 

And the report indicates a 
total of 159 fire calls handled 
within St. Albert and the MD 
of Sturgeon by the local fire 
department.

Wait a while for your 


new driving licence 


If you are renewing your 
‘*plastic’’ Alberta driving 
licence, you could wait up to 
90 days before the updated 
licence is returned because 
of computer problems in the 
Solicitor General’s (motor 
vehicle branch) department. 

A spokesman for that 
department said Friday de- 
lays were being caused by 
switching to a new (compu- 
ter) system, but these were 
now sorting themselves out. 

The spokesman termed a 
possible 120 day waiting 
period for the updated lic- 
ence as ‘‘exaggerated.”’ 

Motorists and motor veh- 
icle operators in the province 
are issued with 120 day 
temporary permits while 
their original licence is being 
processed at the Solicitor 
General’s Department. 

A spokesman for Photo- 
Ident, the Edmonton firm 


which laminates the licences, 
said the delays were a 
‘government problem.”’ 

‘‘They're experiencing 
keypunch and programming 
problems,’ he said. 

When the lamination of 
the licences has been done, 
they are mailed out to the 
operator from Photo-Ident. 

The spokesman from the 
Solicitor General’s office 
says there was a period of 
heavy licence renewal in 
March and April. This 
caused a backlog which was 
cleared up by staff working 
weekends and double shifts. 

This time of year is not 
generally a period of heavy 
licence renewal for the pro- 
vince’s operators. So anyone 
having to renew a licence 
now will probably have the 
new one by late December or 
early January.

Pressure from parents increases to ‘‘get the kids back in 
school - they come first,’’ as the strike by Local 1099 
continues in protestant schools: 


Because students do become pawns in any school strike 
situation, the hand of the strikers is strengthened. However 
there are cases when school trustees feel they must stand 
firm because they by no means have unlimited access to 
funds. 


Whether it is custodial and office staff or teachers who 
strike, the school boards involved always face a real 
dilemma in trying to meet their responsibilities both to 
students and to ratepayers. 


Prolonged negotiations such as are a factor in this strike are 
never a happy situation for either party in a dispute either. 
The district board must now consider the implications of 
meeting the union demands when they come to new contract 
negotiations next year. This is where the matter of job 
reclassification will enter the picture. It is not an issue in the 
present strike. But reclassification will also bring increased 
costs to the school district when they face that union 


proposal in 1977. 


The disagreement over 2% seems a small percentage to 
cause a strike, and will in fact be eaten up for employees, 
particularly those on the lower end of the wage scale, by 
their loss of pay while on strike. In this matter only the union 
leaders gain, and that by way of prestige only. 


Parent pressure was brought to bear on the Provincial Board 
of Industrial Relations by direct phone calls to that office, as 
well as the pressure calls to the trustees. It now appears that 
Board intravention will bring about a settlement today or 
tomorrow. 


As long as the need to keep inflation under control 
continues, which could well be for another year or longer, 
school districts will face this dilemma many more times. 


Situations may arise when the need for a firm stand will be 
more urgent than in this strike, and thoughtful people will 
have to decide whether or not keeping students in school 
will in every situation be the deciding factor in settling a 
strike. 


It is a responsibility which parents will have to face as well 
as trustees, and the decisions will not be easy. 
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It is with irony that I read a 
couple of the Gazette's 
November 3rd front page 
articles. 

One article outlines how 
concerned citizens are com- 
plaining to Town Council 
over the ‘‘Starsky and 
Hutch’’ style hot rodders. It 
seems the stunting and tire 
squealing is more than can or 
should be tolerated, and, 
Town Council should do 
something about it. 

Beside this article is the 
worldly news that the Town 
of St. Albert now will have

Does Town Council really 
feel they can have the 40,000 
population without the ‘‘St- 
arsky and Hutch’’ element? 
Does Town Council feel they 
can keep a quiet but active 
community by creating a 
book full of prohibitive 
bylaws? Who shall enforce 
all these creative bylaws? 

Now for the other irony. 


We moved out of the ‘‘city”’ 
to St. Albert because of its 
apparent independent and 
self providing attitude, its 
peacefulness, its obvious 
concern and enthusiasm to- 
ward fitness and athletic 
participation in year-around 
activities. 

Tell me Town Council, can 
you provide this same clean 
atmosphere (gaseous and 
mental) in a city divided by 
four lane arteries so its 
residents can go quickly from 
one point to another. Or, am 


I wrong in feeling that one 
primary reason for city status 
is so the province shall pay 
¥% of the cost of these four 
lane fast and noisy arteries 
through town. Will these ar- 
teries be needed to provide 
that all desired future gr- 
owth? 

Is that what your popu- 
lation wants? Or, is this the 
price we pay to get a plain 
city.

Birthright offers alternative to abortion 


Birthright, a pro-life ser- 
vice organization for preg- 
nant girls in distress has 
been active in Edmonton for 
five years. October Ist, it 
marked the anniversary of its 
first year in a large home that 
can accommodate six girls 
and a live-in staff member in 
addition to the Birthright 
office. The Dr. J. R. Leeder 
Birthright house is named 
after the late Dr. Leeder, one 
of Edmonton’s leading ob- 
stetricians and gynecologis- 
ts. He was helpful in 
2stablishing Birthright in 
Edmonton and was a mem- 
ber of Birthright’s advisory 
board. He was particularly 
sensitive and understanding 
of the needs of girls and 
women facing a distressful 
pregnancy. 

The Birthright office, staf- 
fed by trained volunteers, is 
open 9:30 - 11:30 a.m., 1 - 3 
p-m., and 7 - 9 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and has also 
a 24 hours phone answering 
service at 429-1051. Phone 
calls to Birthright average 
130 per month. Of this 
number slightly less than 
half were calls from girls for 
help with a suspected or 
confirmed pregnancy. The 
remaining calls can be 
broken down as follows: 15% 
for information about Birth- 
right services, 5% for clo- 
thing or baby furniture, 5% 
for baby-sitters, 5% from 
people wanting to give dona- 
tions and 20% miscellaneous 
calls such as adoption in- 
formation. The recent two 
months have seen an in- 
creasing frequency in the 
number of calls for help from 
very young teen-agers, i.e. 
13 or 14 years old. There are 
35 active, trained volunteers 
and over the period Oct. Ist, 
1975 to Oct. ist, 1976 an 
average of 35 girls were 
being helped at any one point 
in time. 

A non-denominational gr- 
oup, Birthright’s existence 
depends on the good-will and 
actions of people in the 
medical field and financially 
on donations from indivi- 
duals and organizations. A 
number of Edmonton phy- 
sicians and a medical lab- 
oratory assist Birthright in 
obtaining medical help which 
includes a pregnancy test 
when required, Without their 
co-operation Birthright could 
not give the complete help 
now offered. Also, free, 
professional counselling is 
available to a girl when 
desired, 
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A free public information 
program is in continuous 
operation. The Birthright 
speaker’s committee, under 
Mrs. Terry O’Connor, gave 
50 talks to organizations and 
schools during the past year. 
Twenty-two talks were given 
during May 1976 alone. The 
excellent reception the talks 
have received prove that a 
positive alternative to abor- 


tion is welcome by many. 
Early Birthright volunteer 
has completed the training 
program. She or he is a 
helpful, interested person 
who listens, cares and does 
not judge. By contacting 
Birthright, a girl faced with 
an unwelcome pregnancy 
will have free help through- 
out her pregnancy and 
beyond if desired. In the 


spring of 1976, a training 
session for new volunteers 
was held under the direction 
of Mrs. Audrey Gourleyand 
34 people, the largest num- 
ber to date, signed up for it. 


There will be another train- J 


ing program mid-January of 
1977 and any compassionate 
person, man or woman, is 
welcome to come and join in 
helping to promote life. 


Banking helps maintain 
blood supply 


The University Hospital’s 
frozen blood bank provides 
assurance against running 
short of blood at critical 
times. The bank, established 
as one of the first in Canada 
in 1975, maintains a supply 
of all types of blood. 

Two chest-type freezers 
hold up to 500 units of 
common, uncommon, 
‘‘auto’’ and rare blood. Auto 
blood is stored in the bank 
for transfusion back to the 
donor at a critical time. 
Through autotransfusion a 
donor with a very rare blood 
type becomes the recipient of 
his own blood, which may be 
tiie Gly blood which his body 
will colerate. 

One of the benefits to 
freezing blood, apart from 
storing it for autotransfusion 
is the speed with which rare 
blood types are available in 
the required amounts, Thr- 
ough the banking process, 
blood can also be held for use 
during the usual periods of 
shortage, such as summer 
holidays and Christmas. 

The key to successfully 
freezing blood lies in the 
preservation of red blood 
cells; the constituent which 
transports oxygen in the 
body. Donor blood has a 
shelf life of three weeks. If 
during that time it has not 
been transfused, the red 
ceels must be discarded, 
even though the blood 
plazma can be pooled for 
subsequent processing to

produce other blood pro- 
ducts. Freezing red blood 
cells slows down their meta- 
bolism and increases the 
shelf life for up to two years. 

A hospital hematologist 
points out that it is more than 
a matter of simply freezing 
red blood cells. Using spe- 
cialized equipment, a pre- 
servative called glycerol is 
added. This process permits 
the preparation of five units 
in a two hour period. The 
blood is then stored at -80° 
centigrade until it is required 
for transfusion. It can be 
thawed and deglycerolized in 


matched and administered a 
packed red blood cells. 

At present, the bank has 
almost 400 units of common 
group blood, 13 units of 
uncommon group blood, 22 
units of rare group blood and 
seven units of blood for 
autotransfusion. Most of the 
blood has been provided by 
the Red Cross through its 
transfusion service. Many 


persons who benefit from the & 


blood bank are surgical 
patients who are referred to 
the University Hospital.

JAPAN SCANS DEFENCE DEFECTS 
From Japan Economic Journal 


The arrival of the Soviet Union’s newest fighter plane in 
Japan has generated wide-ranging repercussions both 
inside and outside of Japan. 


The repercussions started in the afternoon of Sept. 6 when a 
MiG-25 fighter plane of the Soviet Air Force landed at 
Hakodate Airport in Hokkaido and the plane’s pilot - Lt. 
Viktor Ivanovich Belenko - announced that he wanted 
policital asylum in the United States. 

Although the Japanese government will eventually consent 
to the Soviet government’s demand for the return of the 
MiG-25, it has spurned the Russians’ contention for the 
“‘inviolability’’ of the fighter plane. The Japanese 
government has already allowed defence agency specialists 
to make a full examination of the plane and the secrets of the 
plane will be channelled to the United States in due course, 
through the Japan-U.S. security treaty system. 


Western specialists of military technology are keenly 
interested in the Soviet plane’s super-high-speed engines, 
the material and the structure of the fuselage, and electronic 
instruments and systems. 


Some Japanese specialists believe that, if Japan comes to 
hold the secrets of the MiG-25, it will be in an excellent 
position in the free world as far as military information is 
concerned. The nation, for example, will be able to barter 
the secrets of the Soviet fighter plane for some highly 
important military secrets from other countries. The MiG-25 
may prove to be a virtual treasure house. 


The MiG-25 incident also has forced Japan to face squarely 
the critical defeats of the nation’s defence system. First and 
foremost, the incident has revealed that Japan's radar 
network is full of holes and completely powerless against 
enemy planes flying at low altitudes. 


When radar in Japan picked up the MiG-25, the Soviet plane 
was already 100 kilometres within ADIZ (Air Defence 
Identification Zone). When defence force F4EJ Phantom 
fighters took off four minutes later to intercept the MiG-25, 
it had already violated Japan’s territorial air space. 


INADEQUATE 


To add insult to injury, the radar then lost the Soviet plane 
for about 30 minutes and the Japanese interceptors had to 
return to their base without encountering the Soviet plane. 
The reason was that the MiG-25 had sunk so low that radar 
was unable to pick it out. This shows that, if Soviet planes 
were to attack Japan at a low altitude, Japan would have no 
warning. 


Some defence agency officials believe that the MiG-25 
incident reinforces their decision to include the AEW (Air 
Early Warning) system in the new defence power build-up 
program due to start next fiscal year. 


The defence agency has also ‘‘welcomed’”’ the MiG-25 
incident on the grounds that the incident shows that the 
Phantom fighters are grossly inadequate to cope with Soviet 
jets, even if the incoming enemy planes were spotted on 
radar in the future. 


Defence agency officials believe that the way has been 
paved for the purchase of the highest performance fighters 
now in development in the United States as the nation’s next 
fighters. 


THE SOCIALIST WHO TOOK AN 800-MILE TAXI RIDE 


ROME: Angry citizens of Latina, south of Rome, are 
demanding an inquiry into the spending of their local 
socialist council after it paid up without question fora 
councillor to travel hundreds of miles by taxi when it was far 
cheaper by plane. 


Councillor Rosario Curia wanted to check out for himself the 
efficiency of bylaws governing the running of a sports 
ground and chose two model examples, those of Bologna 
and Bolzano. 


He could have got the information by post at the cost of two 
20-cent stamps, his critics claim, or, if he wanted to inspect 
the grounds personally, then an express train from Latina to 
Bolzano via Bologna, costs only $40 return. 


Failing that the councillor could have taken a plane from 
nearby Rome airport at a cost of $80 for the round trip. 
Instead Councillor Curia stepped out of the town hall in the 
main square and hailed a passing taxi for the 800-mile round 
trip to Bologna and Bolzano. 


And when the taxi driver presented his bill for $700 a week 
later it was paid by the Socialist council without question, 
Now opposition councillors want an explanation for their 
ward members. 


MAYOR'S BATTLE TO SAVE HIS SAUCERS 


Retired British army major Malcolm Wren is trying to drum 
up cash to build flying saucers. He believes they will 
become the transport of the future, carrying up to 400 tons 
of cargo or passengers. The only snag is that the major 
needs $700,000 backing, or there is the prospect that the 
project may be sold to the United States. 


Speaking in England Major Wren said: ‘‘Flying saucers may 
sound like a cranky idea but this is no pie in the sky. 
Whether they are built in this country or America, these 
craft will become a reality.’’ 


Major Wren retired from the Royal Engineers to devote 
himself to the scheme. He is leading a team of eight men 
who have been working secretly on the design for three 
years. Now they have reached the stage where they are 
ready to build a prototype model but funds are running out. 
A working model has already flown successfully. 


Major Wren says he has discussed the project with the 
Ministry of Defence and cabinet ministers of the British 
Government. 


HUNT IS ON FOR A HAIRY ‘YOWIE’ 


CANBERRA: A mystery creature, described as ‘‘tall, hairy 
and man-like,’’ which leaves five-toed footprints is being 
hunted in the Snowy Mountains, 80 miles south of 
Canberra, Australia. Several sightings of the footprints and 
of the creature have been reported by skiers and travellers 
in the past few months. The reports are being examined by 
naturalist, Dr. Rex Gilroy, director of the Mount York 
Natural History Museum near Sydney. 


They have been added to his collection of more than 3,000 
reports of sightings ... some of them dating back nearly 200 
years. Many are accounts contained in aboriginal folklore, of 
a monster they call a ‘‘Yowie’’ ... the aborigine word for 
“tall, hairy man.” 


Dr. Gilroy claims to have actually sighted one of the 
creatures himself. ‘‘It was,’’ he said, ‘‘a few years ago in 
the Blue Mountains of New South Wales. I was returning 
from a hike when I caught a glimpse of a brown hairy 
ape-like figure moving on two legs through the under- 
growth. Now I have set up a research centre to investigate 
the creature.”’ 


‘I am not only convinced that the Yowie exists but that it is 
a surviving link with the former giant races of pre-historic 


humanity. If we can capture one it will rank as one of the 
most important discoveries of the century.”’

TENDERS COME IN OVER ESTIMATE FOR 
WETASKIWIN CURLING RINK 


A special meeting of Wetaskiwin city council was held on 
October 26th on the bylaw authorizing the borrowing for an 
eight sheet curling rink and arts and crafts facility. 

Because tenders came in higher than the estimated cost 
written into the bylaw it was necessary to re-advertise, 
showing the increased estimated cost and the new 
borrowing figure. This is a requirement of the Local 
Authorities Board. 

Negotiations with the contractor will be pursued in an 
effort to pare the costs but it was decided to re-advertise the 
bylaw in the event these negotiations did not work out. 

Total estimated cost of the curling rink facility is one 
million, one hundred and seventy-four thousand, nine 
hundred and fifty-five dollars. A provincial grant will be 
$490,000 and contributions from local organizations are 
$160,000, leaving the required debenture borrowing at 
$524,000. 


WESTLOCK PLANNERS UNHAPPY 
WITH SUBDIVISION ROAD PLAN 


Westlock Town Council received as information at their 
first November meeting a letter from town planners stating 
that they did not approve Stage 2 of the Altador Heights 
subdivision, on the grounds that the road network as 
submitted on the plan could not properly service a possible 
four thousand population, with all the cars that would go 
with it. 

At the same meeting council heard a proposal from Dr. 
Watt for major improvements to the golf course plus other 
facilities such as a clubhouse, tennis courts and nature 
trails. The plan suggested that a government grant of 
$130,000 can be obtained if the Town of Westlock and the 
MD assist with a similar contribution. The town and 
municipal district contribution could be made up in part of 
land, soil and labour. 

The last population census in the Town of Westlock 
caused some surprise when it was found that there was 
scarcely any increase, The same census results in Leduc also 
caused a surprised reaction from members of Leduc Town 
Council, as was noted recently in this column.

The most urgent problem 
facing less developed coun- 
tries is rural unemployment 
and mass migration to the 
cities. Yet Canada and other 
Western countries export to 
these regions their own high- 
ly sophisticated labour-sav- 
ing methods and equipment 
which demand considerable 
amounts of capital, create 
few jobs and waste scarce 
capital resources. But the 
techniques most likely to 
be appropriate to such re- 
gions are those which save 
capital and emphasizelabour, 
which employ local materials 
and which are simple enough 
to be used and maintained 
by the people themselves.

This is the philosophy of 
Dr. Ernst Schumacher’s In- 
termediate Technology De- 
velopment Group (ITDG) in 
England, which was visited 
recently by the President of 
the Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business. The 
aim of the group is ‘‘to dem- 
onstrate and emphasize that 
aid must be designed to help 
the poor to help themselves.”

Here is one example from 
the ITDG. Kenya needs 
about 100,000 new jobs 
every year. But the type of 
foreign aid it gets works 
against self-dependence. 
Take, as a simple example, 
the cookbook imported from 
Britain for use in domestic 
science training. Everything 
in the book presupposes the 
use of electric stoves, refrig- 
erators, mixing machines, 
etc., by well-educated cooks. 
Instead of catering to Ken- 
ya's conditions tropical

propriate to the size of the 
local market.

The 
procedure of taking the blood 
and storing it, is quite 
complicated. On the outside 
of each bag of blood there is 
a tube filled with blood and 
divided into several com- 
partments so that a cross- 
match can be made without 
opening the main part. One 
pint of blood can serve five 
people as each pint can be 
broken down into individual 
parts and used. Out of 100 
people, 46 will have 0 blood, 
42 will have A blood, three 
will have AB blood and nine 
will have B blood. Of these 
85% will have positive blood 
and 15% will have negative 
blood.

At the Museum 


The Provincial Museum of 
Alberta not only has a 
regular exhibit on display, it 
also has feature exhibits 
which change each month 
and special weekend pro- 
grams for kiddies and adults.

knives, trinkets, flints and 
emergency rations, and even 
as a pulling rope. Mme. 
Dufresne Bourret has re- 
searched the history of the 
voyageur belts and their 
weaving through cultural 
grants in Quebec. She has 
revealed that early weavers 
used extra fine yarn, which 
when waxed and retwisted 
produced a water resistant 
textile. The early sashes, six 
inches wide by 75 inches 
long, had tassels of 18 
inches, and took about 200 
hours to weave by hand. 
Today weavers’ use of 
thicker yarns means that the 
long sash can be woven in 
less than 80 hours. The 
pattern is reversible, and 
both sides of the weave are 
identical, as well as sym- 
metrical. 

The Museum features an 
exhibit of Mme. Dufresne 
Bourret’'s flechee weaving 
until November 14. During 
her stay in Edmonton, Mme. 


Dufresne Bourret will offer a 
week-long course in flechee 
weaving through Les Amis 
des Flechees, a group of 17 
Edmonton-area residents, 
who came together a year 
ago to learn the craft. Mme. 
Dufresne Bourret will in- 
struct the weaving of sashes, 
though the exhibit shows the 
variety of woven items 
possible with the flechee 
technique: belts, neck ties, 
wall hangings and bed- 
spreads. Using this method, 
not utilizing a harness loom, 
a bedspread can take up to 
300 hours to weave! 

Visitors to the Provincial 
Museum Sunday afternoon 
November 14 will find Mme. 
Francoise, Dufresne Bourret 
demonstrating finger weav- 
ing in the second floor 
lounge. Alberta Culture is 
pleased to assist Les Amis 
des Flechees to make these 
instructive demonstrations 
possible by such a renowned 
artisan.

The Alberta Schools’ Ath- 
letic Association is trying to 
provide Alberta high school 
students with some room to 
grow in the field of athletics. 
The purpose of the or- 
ganization, as defined by 
Executive Secretary Lorne 
Wood, is to provide an 
opportunity for high school 
students to compete on 
equitable grounds with other 
high school students in the 
province and to encourage 
and motivate these young 
athletes to become more 
involved in the athletic pro- 
grams available. 

Although the A.S.A.A. is 
trying to provide a high level 
of competition for students, 
it is also trying to do so 
without giving athletics pr- 
iority over academic work. 
Encouraging a high level of 
ethics through good coaching 
and teaching techniques, as 
well as co-ordinating all 
activities throughout the 
province are included in the

How- 
ever, zone winners must 
meet certain provincial cri- 
teria in order to compete at 
the provincial level. The

EIGHT SPORTS COVERED 


Provincial competitions 
are held in eight different 
activities - basketball, vol- 
leyball, cross country, wr- 
estling, curling, gymnastics, 
badminton and track and 
field. 

The schools within each 
zone are divided according to 
size. 1A schools have under 
100 students and 4A schools 
have over 800 students. The 
North Central Zone, in which 
St. Albert lies, comprises 
schools of all four sizes. 

The A.S.A.A. works stric- 
tly with provincial athletics. 
No competition goes beyond 
this level. If a student is good 
enough to continue compe- 
ting at a higher level, it is 
necessary for him or her to 
contact the individual sports 
governing bodies. 


ORIGINS OF THE ASAA 


Started in 1956, the ASAA 
was originally formed tc 
enable physical education 
teachers and administrative 
personnel to get together. 
The purpose of this group 
was to promote high school 
boys’ basketball and from 
this beginning the ASAA 
evolved. The feeling of the 
organization was that stu- 
dents should be able to 
compete beyond their own 
school level and to fulfill this 
desire the organization star- 
ted increasing the number of 
activities. A new activity is 
incorporated into the ASAA 
if the zone representatives at 
the bi-annual meetings de- 
cide that it is worthy of 
inclusion. 


GOLF MAY BE NEXT 


A trend has developed in 
past years towards activities 
that are life-long in nature 
such as curling and bad- 
minton. Golf may be the next 
one to be added to the list of 
ASAA sports. These sports 
will interest people through 
all their adult lives.

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STUDY SUGGESTS A NEW 
PERSPECTIVE ON 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


Although 1976 has been a 
year of economic recovery, 
the unemployment rate has, 
in all but two months of*the 
year, stubbornly remained 
above 7%, reaching 7.3% in 
September. 

Ten years ago full em- 
ployment was considered 
reached when only about 3% 
or 4% of the labour force was 
unemployed. However, cir- 
cumstances are markedly 
different now than a decade 
ago and it may well be that 
the economy is operaiing 
much closer to full em- 
ployment levels than the 
current 7.3% rate would in- 
dicate. For one thing the 


liberalization of the un- 
employment insurance reg- 
ulations that occurred in the 
early seventies has led to 
Significant disincentives to 
work. While it is difficult to 
quantify this effect, an 
Economic Council of Canada 
study estimated that it added 
about 1.1 percentage point to 
the unemployment rate in 
1972 and 1973. 

Changes in the labour 
force mix are also a factor in 
the higher rate of unemploy- 
ment. The labour force 
nowincludes a higher pro- 
portion of women and of 
young people. These groups 
have statistically higher un- 
employment rates than the 
traditional bread-winner gr- 
oup, men aged 25-64, and 
hence the higher proportion 
of them in the labour force

CB radio sales have been 
so great that only recently 
have manufacturers been 
able to fill the pipeline to 
dealers. But now there may 
be buying resistance from 
the consumer - model chan- 
ges are coming.

Costs of high school rec. 
facilities shared 


The Sturgeon School Divi- 
sion and the Municipal 
District of Sturgeon signed 
letters of intent November 
Sth to share jointly in the 
costs of providing outdoor 
public recreational facilities 
at the Sturgeon Composite 
High School now under 
construction at Namao, 

The facilities which will be 
available for use both by the 
students attending the high 
school and by residents of 
the School Division and the 
MD will include four asphalt 
tennis courts, a paved 
outdoor rink which in sum- 
mer will accommodate voll- 
eyball and outdoor basketball 
courts, a standard metric 
cinder running track with a 
regulation football field in 
the centre of the oval, a 
soccer field and a regulation 
fastball-baseball field with 
backstop, a fieldhouse con- 
sisting of two dressing rooms 
with washrooms and a 
grounds maintenance work- 
shop, as well as additional 
paved parking facilities for 
the public. 

The total recreational 
complex covers 14 of the 26 
acres of the Composite High 
School site and will be 
constructed at an estimated 
cost of $305,000 excluding 
the cost of land which is 
being provided by the 
Sturgeon School Division. 

Provided that Sturgeon 
School Division electors app- 
rove the borrowing bylaw the 

eproject will go ahead with 
costs being shared approx- 
imately as follows: the 
Province of Alberta Recrea- 
tional Facilities Matching 
Grants (50%) $152,500, St- 
urgeon School Division 
(33%) $100,000, and the 
Municipal District of Stur- 
geon (17%) $52,500. 

Under terms of the agree- 
ment signed on Friday the 
School Division will borrow 
by 25 year debenture the 
$105,000 estimated addition- 
al funds needed to complete 
the facilities and will be in 
charge of construction. Once 
the borrowing bylaw has 
been approved the Municipal 
District will apply to the 
Alberta Department of Re- 
creation, Parks and Wildlife 
for approval of the joint 
facilities and for the Pro- 
vincial Recreation Matching 
Grant. 

The School Division and 
the MD have agreed to enter 
into a joint use agreement 
regarding the ownership, 
operation and maintenance 
of the joint facilities. The MD 
has agreed through its 
capital recreation grant allo- 
cation policy to cover 50% of 
the annual principal and 
interest repayments on the 
School Division borrowings 
for the facility. 

Annual repayments are 
expected to average about 
$8,000 a year over the 25 
years of the debenture and 
will be shared equally by the 
School Division and the MD. 

The reaching of agreement 
between the School Division 
and the MD regarding the 
facilities marks a break- 
through in a financing pro- 
blem which had previously

seen the School Division 
delete the outdoor facilities 
from the high school project 
because of costs. 

The co-operation of the 
two authorities in the venture 
is expected to result in the 
injection of $152,500 of 
additional Provincial funds 


into the project, thus making 
it a feasible venture for local 
ratepayers and also making 
the new facilities available to 
the public generally as well 
as to students attending the 
new Sturgeon Composite 
High School.

Concern over pork industry 


Concern for the future of 
the pork industry in Western 
Canada was expressed re- 
peatedly at the annual meet- 
ing of the Alberta Pork 
Congress held November 2, 
in Red Deer. 

Producers through to con- 
sumers are concerned about 
the shrinking hog popula- 
tion. Hog numbers in Alberta 
have dropped steadily from 
1.9 million in 1972 to about 
one million in 1976. 1977 hog 
numbers are projected at less 
than one million. Effect of 
the decline includes large 
imports, closing of packing 
plants, financial difficulties 
for feed manufacturers, and 
fewer jobs for Albertans. 

Members of the Alberta 
Pork Congress feel so str- 
ongly that they recommend a 
meeting to be held as soon as 
possible with the Alberta 
Minister of Agriculture and 
his senior staff, to voice their 
joint concerns. 

The Alberta Pork Congress 
has representation from the 
Alberta Hog Producers Mar- 
keting Board, Feed Manu- 
facturers Association, the 
Meat Packers Council of 
Canada, The Consumers 


Association of Canada, and 
Provincial and Federal Gov- 
ernments.
